1.— Three di­ 
vergent reports were presented to the 
house by the members of the commit­ 
tee which conducted the money trust 
Investigation. 
The 
m ajority 
report, 
signed 
by 
Chairman Pujo and the six other Dem­ 
ocratic members of the committee, 
found that a money trust exists, ac­ 
cording to their understanding of the 
term. 
This report names as “ the most 
active agents in bringing about the 
concentration of money and credit’’ J. 
P. Morgan & Co., First National and 
National City banks, and Kuhn, Ixx>b 
& Co. of New York, Lee Higginson 
and Kidder, Peabody & Co. of Boston. 
Two bill« accompanied the report, 
one forbidding the use of the mails to 
stock exchanges which fail to observe 
prescribed stringent regulations as to 
the conduct of their business, and the 
other prescribing rigid rules for the 
conduct of national banks, their offi­ 
cers and clearing house associations 
to which they belong. 
This report Is 
substantially In accord with the con­ 
clusions presented to the committee 
by Samuel Unterm yer, counsel. 
The first m inority report, signed by 
R epresentatives Hayes of California, 
Heald of Delaware and Guernsie of 
Maine, R epublicans, seta forth that the 
investigation “ has not disclosed the 
existence of 
any 
so called 
money 
trust,” but adds, “ it has, however, dis­ 
closed a dangerous concentration of 
credit In New York city and to some 
extent lu Boston and Chicago.” 


Think s Remedies Worthles s 


“ W hile agreeing substantially with 
the m ajority,” said the report, “ on 
many of the abuses to be corrected in 
the 
financial 
system, the stock ex­ 
changes and the clearing house as­ 
sociations, 
the 
undersigned 
have 
doubts as to the wisdom of some of 
the remedies proposed by the m ajor­ 
ity.” 
This report further sets forth the 
belief that before definitely recom­ 
mending any remedial legislation tes­ 
timony should be taken covering more 
fully the efTect of the various changes 
in the laws that have been suggested. 
“ It is m anifestly impossible,” the 
report concludes, “ that any of the 
proposed 
legislation can be consid­ 
ered by tblB congress and it seems 
wise to leave the matter of recom­ 
mendation for complete remedial leg­ 
islation to those who w ill be charged 
with the responsibility of formulat­ 
ing and reporting such legislation to 
congress.” 
An individual minority report filed 
by R epresentative McMorran of M ich­ 
igan, R epublican, was a Mat, detailed 
disagreement with the recommenda­ 
tions and findings of the m ajority. 
“ W hile I believe that attention has 
been called to grave deMcleticies in 
our Mnancial laws 1 also believe that 
a sinister light has been thrown over 
banking practices which was not justi­ 
fied by the facts; that no effort has 
been made to show the reasonable 
and 
commendable 
explanations 
of 
these 
practices and 
that 
in many 
cases an impression has bean given 
to the country as to the character and 
motives of leading bankers which is 
altogether unfulr."

W ashington, M arch 
1.— The Webb 
liquor bill, prohibiting the shipment of 
liquor into "d ry” states, was repassed 
in the senate over President Taft’s 
veto within two hours from the time 
the president’s message of disapproval 
had been laid before that body. 
A 
short debate, in which the advocates 
af the bill voted down a motion to 
postpone action and in which they re­ 
affirmed their belief that the measure 
Is constitutional, ended with the re­ 
passage of the bill by the large ma­ 
jority of 63 to 21. 
The W ebb bill passed both houses 
of congress and went to the president 
ten 
days 
ago. 
His 
veto 
message 
reached the senate accompanied by 
an opinion frob Attorney General Wick- 
ersham. 
Basing his decision upon the 
attorney general's findings the presi­ 
dent expressed 
the 
belief that 
the 
measure was clearly unconstitutional 
because it gave the state the right to 
interfere with interstate commerce. 
The president, in his message, dis­ 
sents from the suggestion that the 
constitutionality should be left to the 
supreme court. 


Calls Practice an Abus e. 


He maintains that the oath to sup­ 
port the Constitution binds members 
of 
congress and 
the 
president 
aB 
much as the members of the supreme 
court. 
He calls the practice an abuse. 
The senate took up the bill at once. 
Attorney 
General 
W lckersham ’s 
opinion 
was not read and 
Senator 
Kern asked that a final vote on the 
overriding of the veto be delayed so 
senators might have the opportunity 
to examine the attorney general’s ar­ 
guments. 
A motion made 
by 
Mr. 
Kern to postpone the vote was de­ 
feated. 71 to 9. 
Senator 
McCumber declared 
both 
the president and the attorney gen­ 
eral had 
misconstrued the grounds 
upon which congress had passed the 
prohibition law. 
He said It had not 
attempted to give the states the right 
to Interfere with commerce, but had | 
simply declared liquor an “ outlaw” j 
and had then proscribed conditions 
under which it might enter Interstate 
commerce. 
Senator 
Kenyon 
also 
briefly urged repassage of the bill; I 
while Senators Paynter and Percy ad­ 
vocated support of President Ta ft’s 
veto.

Bogota, Colombia, March 1.— The Co­ 
lombian government published a state­ 
ment In full of negotiations with the 
United States for the settlement of 
the dispute over Panama. 
The state­ 
ment says Colombia has refused the 
following informal propositions made 
by the United States: 
“ First— The payment of $10,000,000 
for coaling stations on the islands of 
Andres and Provideneia and an option 
for a canal by way of the Atrato river. 
"Second— The good offices of the 
United State« in the settlement of the 
boundary 
and other 
questions with 
Panama. 
"Th ird — Arbitration of reversionary 
rights In the Panam a railroad. 
"Fourth 
Preferential rights era the 
Panam a canal." 
The statement says that after the 
rejection of these propositions Jam es 
7. Dubois, the Am erican m inister to 
Colombia, Inform ally asked whether, 
if the United State* should offer to 
Colombia $1 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
and all the other 
provisions, without asking privilege* 
or options, Colombia would accept. To 
this 
Foreign 
Minister 
U rrutla 
an- 
swered in the negative, declaring that 
the offer of the 
United States bad 
been refused entirely as being inac 
reptable and that Colombia demanded 
arbitration of the entire question or a 
direct proposition as to compensation 
i for ail her losses in Panama. 
The Colombian government evident­ 
ly expects a better proposition from 
the incoming Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion at Washington and is considered 
to have made public its statement In 
order to defend Itself from criticism 
for refusing the present offer.

Washington. March t.— [Special.]— If 
this were about the beginning of a con­ 
gressional session instead of its close 
there might be a lot of real good ac­ 
complished in the w ay of legislation, 
and more particularly in the matter of 
expediting business. 
In the last two 
weeks of the congress the congestion 
of business is something disastrous to 
good measures, which cannot be con­ 
sidered for want of time. 
And then there is the fact that after 
two years of pretty much continuous 
session the members of the bouse have 
learned w hat is needed in the w ay of 
reforms in rules and practice, but they 
forget nil about it when they enter 
upon the work of a new congress. 
Itules for expediting business are use­ 
less at that time, and now when such 
rules are necessary there is no time 
to consider them or adopt them. 
It is a good deal like the w ay our 
government has in the past handled the 
army. 
In times of peace, there being 
not much use for the ormy, it was not 
kept large, and when w ar caine there 
was not time to organize. 
But that 
is human nnture all over, and the 
house simply exemplifies the old story 
of the man with the leaky roof. 
When 
the weather w*as fair he did not need 
to fix it. and when it rained he could 
not fix it. 
Radical Change Naoaaaary . 
B u t one constitutional change of a 
radical nature is really necessary. 
No 
congress should b e allowed to expire 
by limitation after a session of three 
months. 
Such a congress cannot prop 
erly enact the laws necessary’ f(>r the 
governm ent nor can it pass the sup­ 
ply bills w ith that care which means 
good government. 
If there Is n change 
in the presidential tenure there ought 
to be a change in the time of the 
meeting and expiration of sessions of 
congress. 


John Made ’Em Talk . 
John Barrett, director of the bureau 
of Am erican republics, made a lot of 
talk by suggesting that Ellhu R oot nr 
W illiam J . Bryan be selected as peace­ 
maker 
In 
Mexico. 
The 
suggestion 
caused comment, much of it unfuvora 
ble, but that did not disturb Barrett, 
lie has had his share of criticism 
You see. at the beginning of the Taft 
administration the “ big law yer of the 
¡senate" traded places with the "big 
law yer of the state department.” 
It is 
well knuwu that both R oot and Knox 
have great res[>eot for the legal ability 
of each other, but it did not set well on 
Knox’s mind to have Hoot suggested 
as a pacifier, nor did he like the idea 
that the suggestion was made without 
consulting him.

Two bills accompanied the report, 
one forbidding the use of the mails to 
atock exchanges which fail to observe 
prescribed stringent regulations as to 
the conduct of their business, and the 
other prescribing rigid rules for the 
conduct of national banks, their offi­ 
cers and clearing house associations 
to which they belong. 
This report is 
substantially in accord with the con­ 
clusions presented to the committee 
by Samuel Unterm yer, counsel. 
The first m inority report, signed by 
Representatives Hayes of California, 
Heald of Delaware and Guernsie of 
Maine, Republicans, sets forth that the 
investigation "has not disclosed the 
existence of

trust.” but adds, "it has, however, dis­ 
closed a dangerous concentration of 
credit in New York city and to some 
extent iii Boston and Chicago.”

“ W hile agreeing substantially with

" It Is manifestly impossible,” the 
report concludes, “ that any of the

According to a Philadelphia to u rist 
who recently returned from Mexico, 
about $600,000,000 of American capital 
is invested in various enterprises in 
that country and that many millions 
more would readily be available in the 
development of its wonderful resources 
if peace could be assured. 
Philadelphia is not only largely in­ 
terested in Mexican mines, railways, 
tim ber tracts and farming industries, 
but buys and sells largely in Mexico. 
] The Laguana corporation, which bas 
vast lumber interests in Campeche, 
Is composed chiefly of capitalist* In 
Philadelphia. 
The Tehuantepec National railway 
is owned by the Mexican government 
and was completed In 1894, the cost of 
construction being met by a loan of 
about $12,000,000. 
The road was re­ 
built in 1899 by 8. Pearson & Son, a 
British contracting firm, which also 
constructed 
harbor 
terminals. 
The 
cost was about $100,000,000 in Mexi­ 
can money. 
A managing partnership 
was entered into between the govern­ 
ment and the Pearsons, with a lease 
of fifty years from July I, 1903. 
Mexicans are large purchasers of 
American drugs and medicines, while 
a large trade is done in chemicals 
needed in the treatm ent of hides and 
skins sent to this and other countries. 
According to consular reports, the 
drug makers have found a rich field 
In Mexico for the pellets sent out by 
them, while American made fabrics 
are much in favor, and the suspenders 
made here have a vogue with patri­ 
cian and peon. 
America imports goat skins in large 
quantities from Mexico, but this trade 
would be larger were It not for the 
political 
troubles 
of 
the 
country. 
Prices are affected, the supply inter­ 
fered with and not infrequently cost 
is added to the transportation rates 
through the difficulties of the republic.

1 shall submit the same to the vo- 
' ters of Brainerd at such time an^ 
1 place as the commission may de- 
' termine, but such time and place 
' not to be subsequent to the date

* fleers. 


they favored: “ Did they wish to 
amend the present charter, adopt the 
commission form or a municipal man­ 
aging plan.”

of the charter commission in the city 
hall last night. 
The meeting called 
for the purpose of hearing petitions 
and am endm ents offered by individ­ 
uals and organizations, showed th a t 
public interest in civic m atters is not 
dead by any means. 
On the con­ 
tr a r y it revealed th a t citizens in gen­ 
eral a re deeply concerned in the wel­ 
fare of Brainerd. 
All members of the commission 
were present except Jam es Cullen, 
E dw ard F. A. Evenson and Jam es M. 
Elder. 
J. M. Hayes addressed the commis­ 
sion in behalf of the library board 
and asked th a t an~ am endm ent be 
added to the ch arter changing the 
tax levy for library purposes from a 
half mill to a mill. 
Rev. Elbert E. Satterlee, pastor of 
the F irst M ethodist church, appeared 
as spokesman for the Ministerial as­ 
sociation of the city and asked th a t 
th e commission form of government 
be subm itted to cue vote of the peo­ 
ple.

Upon this 
frout the most Im portant buildings of 
the capital, In them selves com bining 
m em ories of the past glories and great 
events of the country 
In its day, 400 
years ago, the geographical center of 
the great Aztec capital of Tenochtltlnn. 
the plaza, also know n as the Plaza de 
A rm as, the Plaza Mayor, the P laza de 
la C atedral and the Zocalo—has w it­ 
nessed scores of stirring events. T he 
most tragic feature of the present con­ 
flict. perhaps, is that it threatens de­ 
struction to some of the m ost distin­ 
guished m onum ents of Mex ico’s g re a t­ 
ness, links in the chain of tradition 
which binds this Mex ico of recurrent 
revolt and m odern aspiration w ith the 
days of the C onquistadores, of Cortes 
and Alvarado. 


T e m p le of A z t e c God. 
On this 
Plaza de la Constitució n 
atood the teocnlli or tem ple of Huitzilo- 
pochtli. the Aztec god of w ar, and part 
of it w as included in the gardens sur­ 
rounding the enorm ous palace of Mon­ 
tezum a. the Aztec emperor. C onverg­ 
ing canals crossed Its surface, in ter­ 
secting it 
with im passable barriers 
H ere in 1521 w as fought one of the 
most sanguinary battles betw een the 
S paniards and the natives, and after 
the

N euochtitlan before the 
might of Cortes' arm s the S paniards 
revenged them selves for all their suf 
feting* by w recking the massive te m ­ 
ples and palaces that ringed ttie square
